Arriving at Edmonton from the 
north, I refused to return to the post 
at Iac La Biche, of which I had been 
in charge, owing to certain appoint- 
menta which had been made 
therefore turned my thoughts In other 
@irections, Jasper House two winters 
before had been tn charge of one of 
our clerks. He was no hunter and had 
no authority with his = men, conse- 
quently he starved a good deal. For 
reason of his poor success, {nthe sum- 
mer, most of the wild horses had been 


removed to Edmonton, and when win-| 


ter set in again the horsekeeper only 


was sent up to bring the remainder | 


of the horses and to supply the Iro- 
nuols with ammunition at anme time 
acquainting them of the fact that the 
past was being abandoned, The Sush- 
waps accordingly had been since go- 
Ing to the westside of the Rockies for 
their supplies, while the Iroquois of 
that region came to Lac St. Anne and 
Fort Assiniboine. 

Having myself spent the eummer at 
Tasper House, I felt convinced that the 
Jroquois would return to that post if 
It were re-established. So 1 made the 
offer to Mr. Christie who was delight- 
ed and accepted. 

I sent word to the Iroquols advising 
them to “pitch up” in different direc- 
tions hunting ,and when short of am- 
munition or other supplies to come to 


Jasper House. I then took eome forty- | 


five horses with an outfit and started 
for the post with my cook and his 
wife, a French Canadian horsekeeper, 
and six young Iroquois. 

lac Ste, Anne Trail. 

We had a good road as far as Lac 
Bte. Anne, and from there on, via Isl- 
and Lac, to the Pembina we followed 
an Indian “pitching” trail, We made 
our own way to the crossing at the 
Grand Rapids, and from there took 
one of the old hunting traiis to Lac 
Brule and Jasper House. At times we 
had to cross swamps, muskegs, and 
fallen timber, making leas than five 
miles a day. Other days we made 
twenty-five or thirty miles. This was 
the first time a pack train was ever 
taken up to Jasper Houee, and what is 
now known as the “Old Jasper Trail” 
was opened by myself. 

The snow wae about aix inches deep 
pn the ground when we got through, 
being well on in November, and we 
had just half a bag of pemmican left 
pf our grub. The houses, from being 
po long uninhabited, were in need of 
considerable attention, requiring re- 
mudding in the chinks between the 
logs, chimney repairing, new parch- 
ment in the windows (gleas in those 
days being unknown) endeundry other 
jobs of like nature. 

The day after our errival, I sent five 
pf the poorest horses in charge of two 
Iroquois to the valley on the upper 
part of the Smokey river, where they 
would find good feeding during the 
winter. Leaving the cook, horsekeeper 
and an Iroquois to put the place in 
order, I, with the three other Iroquois 
end ten horses, went up the valley to 
where a sme!! stream flows in on the 
west side of the Roche Jack, the first 
mountain on the left side of the valley 
looking up etream. We followed the 
stream up to where the spurs of four 
mountains meet, all four with any 
number of bighorn sheep upon them, 
they being in the habit of seeking the 
salt-licks early in the morning and 
again late in the evening. 

It was late when we got back to 


camp ‘but one of the Iroquols had kill-! dealers.

of 1919, There can be no argument on that point. 
The Liberal platform pledged the party to free 
wheat and free farm machinery; to a general re- 
duction in duties on important necessaries; to 
reciprocity with the United States; and to a fifty 
| per cent. British preference. Neither wheat nor 
| farin machinery have been made free of import 
duty by the new tariff. While there have been 
some reductions in duties on necessaries, they 
have not been either so drastic or so sweeping as 
to constitute a fulfilment of the hopes held out to 
the home consumer. There is no reciprocity with 
| the United States, nor is there a fifty per cent. 
| preference to Great Britain. 


| The facts being as they are, Sir Henry Dray- 
; ton, on behalf of the Conservative opposition, de 
; mands from Parliament a verdict of breach of 
| faith against the Government. ‘The charge is the 
| most serious that can be brought against a political 
| party, and if approved by the two opposition 
| parties in the House must result in the defeat of 
| the Government. 
But at the moment the first duty of the Gov- 
| ernment acting in conjunction with Parliament is 
to administer the affairs of the nation in the best 
| interests of its people. In the adjustment of tar- 
| iff; as well as of all other matters, existing condi- 
| tions must be met and prospective conditions pro- 
vided for. Pledges given under one set of condi- 
tions might be in the best interests of the country 
so long as those conditions were maintained or 
| could be expected to occur; but might be destruc 
| tive of the mational welfare if adverse and unex- 
| pected conditions intervened or were in sight. 
bey That is the situation in which the Government 
| finds itself—through no fault of its own. It must 
devote its attention to meeting emergent and un- 
looked for conditions, instead of implementing the 
pledges made by the party convention under dia- 
metrically opposite circumstances in many im- 
portant particulars, 

As to free wheat and implements: The war 
| had been over for nine months when the Liberal 
convention of 1919 was held. It was reasonably 
expected that the peak of national expenditure 
had been passed, and that reduced taxation would 
be in order. Under those circumstances it was 
reasonable to suggest that wheat, the basie neces- 
sity of life, should be made free of duty and that. 
| the implements necessary for its production should 
|; also be made free. But national expenditure and 
national objigations have been so increased since 
that time that toll must be taken wherever it can 
be got if the exigencies of the treasury are to be 
met. That, at any rate, is a fair position for the 
finance minister to take until something has been 
done to change conditions. 

The same argument applies to general tariff 
reductions in boots and shoes, wearing apparel, 
etc. Some reductions have been made. They are 
neither large nor far-reaching; but with the de- 
mand for revenue on the one hand and thousands 
| of artizans out of work on the other, the charge of 
breach of faith does not lie against the minister of 
finance or the Government for not having made 
greater general tariff reductions. 

As to reciprocity with the United States: In 
1919 the United States had a low tariff adminis 
tration that admitted Canadian wheat, cattle, and 
other important natural products, either free of

| duty or under a low tariff, 
proper that the question of reciprocity 

claim favorable consideration at that time. 
the United States has a high tariff administration, 
which has placed prohibitive duties upon Cana- 
dian natural products. The party now in power 
there has adopted the slogan of ‘‘No truck or 
trade with the Oanadians.’’ So long as that party 
holds power there is no hope of better trade condi 

tions with the United States. To leave no room 
for question on the subject, Hon. Mr. Fielding 
made a special visit to Washington, and satisfied 
himself that reciprocity was in abeyance until an- 
other political party attained power there. 

As to inereased British preference: In 1919 
Britain was a free trade country, It is a free 
trade country no longer. Then, whatever per- 
centage of preference Canada gave Britain, the 
exporter obtained 100 per cent free entry to

the British market. Under the change ‘of cireum 
stance whereby Britain levies protective duties on 
certain importa, it becomes the duty of the Gov 

ernment of Canada as guardians of the interests 
of the Canadian people to consider with all eare 
alterations made in duties on British goods, as 
well as those from other countries, While Britain 
is our best customer, we are from time to time 
drastically reminded that we are not her only eus 

tomer and that we cannot expect special consid 
eration at her hands. That is quite all right. But 
it is a rule that must work both ways. It is quite 
possible that further reductions of duty in favor 
of Britain would be in order, but clearly the day 
of blanket reductions is over until British trade 
policy has changed, if the rights and dignity of 
Canada are to be preserved. 

The party led by Hon, Mr. Meighen appealed 
to the electors solely on a policy of high and high 
er tariff. They were opposed by the Liberals and 
Progressives on a policy of low and lower tariff 
It must always remain a question whether the 
threat of higher tariff on the one hand or hope ol 
lower tariff on the other had most to do with the 
overwhelming defeat suffered by the party led by 
Mr. Meighen. That part of the electorate which 
voted in fear of higher tariff may be well satis 
fied with the reductions made. Those who voted 
in fear of lower tariff may be well satisfied that 
the reductions are not greater. The election re 
sult in all probability saved Canada from such a 
carnival of selfish interest as is now going on in 
the Congress of the United States; which is post 
poning indefinitely stabilized and therefore pros 
perous conditions. For that all classes and sec 
tions of the Canadian people have reason to be 
thankful. } 

The new Fielding tariff is not a drastic low 
ering of duties; therefore it does not tend to fur 
ther unscttle conditions, But it is notice to all 
concerned that the will of the nation as expressed 
at the elections is that the tariff is at its peak and 
that hereafter all changes must be reductions; 
except where purely revenue requirements are the 
compelling force. ‘ 

It is questionable if the party led by Mr 
Meighen would not be well advised to accept Mr. 
Fielding’s interpretation of the popular will in 
stead of challenging his good faith. If it is a fact 
that they represent the centralized industrial in 
terests of the country, their aims should be to find 
a common ground on which they could secure the 
united support of the whole country. Mr, Meigh 
en attempted to secure the endorsation of the 
country to a policy of high protection to manu 
facturing industries. As conditions are in Can- 
ada it) was not possible to secure such an en 
dorsation. Or if it had been secured it could not 
have been held. Mr. Meighen’s success would 
only have meant disturbance, and therefore retro 
gression, Circumstances have rendered drastic 
tariff reductions inadvisable at present. The op 
portunity of uniting the whole country on a 
moderate tariff policy is with us. It would seem 
to be the part of wisdom for those whose inter 
ests are most directly affected by the tariff to 
support the proposals that, whatever the reason 
may be, tend to stability of trade and industry at 
a time of exceeding doubt and difficulty. 

At the moment of writing the attitude of the 
progressive party towards the tariff proposals 
has not developed. Their attitude during the elec 
tions was that now taken by the Conservative 
party as expressed in Sir Henry Drayton's reso- 
Intion—namely, that the tariff reductions made 
by the Liberals when in power were in fact a 
breach of faith with the electorate. If they vote 
with the Government they condemn themselves in 
every argument they used to the electors, and if 
they vote for the Draytan resolution and thereby 
defeat the Govyrnment they place the conduct of 
the election that must follow in the hands of the 
party which is pledged to still higher tariff. 

Judged by the course of previous events in 
the present Parliament, it seems likely that after 
the Conservatives have exhausted themselys in 
support of the Drayton resolution and the Progres- 
sives have equally exhausted themselves in de 
nouncing Liberal perfidy there will be enough of 
the Conservatives and Progressives absent them 
selves from the House when the vote is taken to 
allow the third Fielding tariff to carry and there 
by avoid a dissolution of Parliament and another 
election.
